I, 4 Short Account concerning the Com- 
putation of Time. 


N the laſt Scflions of Parliament the Regulation of 
1 ſome Errors and Defects in the Eng/4 Calendar was 

not only the Topick of Converſation, but was ho- 
nourably determined to make a Review, and Rectifica- 
tion of the ſame, and then eſtabliſh it by Authority, 
which will greatly redound to the Honour of this Na- 
tion, and to an Uniformity of Style with our Neigh- 
bours; I ſhall here add a ſmall Diſſertation en Time and 
its ſeveral Computations, whereby the Reader may ſee 
the great Neceſſity there was of tuch a Review, and all 
Lovers of Order and Uniformity amongſt us cannot but 
be glad and embrace ſuch a Rectifcation. 

'The Nature of Time is of a Phylical Confideration ; 
and therefore Time is defined to be the Duration of 'Things, 
and the Parts of Time the Intervals of S ucceſſion of Phœ- 
nomenaz and the Idea we have thereof conſiſts in the 
Order of ſucceſſive Perceptions. This Definition agrees 
to Jime abſolutely conſider'd ; but Time in a relative 
Senſe, is that which is meaſur'd or eflimated by certain 
Motions, either equal, as Clocks, Watches, &c. or une- 
qual, as of the Sun or other heavenly Bodies; and this is 
otherwiſe call'd Apparent or Vulgar Time. 

Ihe Original, Standard, or Integral Meaſure of Time 
is a Year, and this is the Space or Part of Time or Dnra- 
tion meaſured by one entire Revolution of ſome Ceeleſ- 
tial Body in its Orb, wiz. the Sun or Moon, ergo the du: 
and Moon are both natural and univerſal Meaſurers of 
Time, and were appointed from the Creation for Signs, 
and for Seaſons. 

The ancient and primitive Fathers always made uſe of 
them in regulating their Years, Months. Ce. and ſet- 
ing their Times for performing religious Rites and Cere 
monies. Their Years they reckon'd by the Revolution 
of the Su to the ſame toint of the Heavens, as near 
as they could eſtimate; and their Months by the firſt 
Sight of the Moon after her Change. But theſe uncertain 
Ways ſoon brought thein to a ſenſible Diſfetence in the 
Eegtuning of their Times; to rcctiſy thele Er:ors they 
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either added or ſubſtracted ſuch a Number of Days as 
they ſuppoſed the Beginning of their Year or Month has 
deviated from. But this Way of reQifying their Time, 
proving very troubleſome and uncertam, in order to fe- 
medy theſe Inconveniences, they began to make Obſetva- 
tions on the Solar and Lunar Motions, to find out ſcme 
common Meaſure or certain Space of Time, wherein 
they compleat ſome certain Number of Solar Revolutions, 
which alſo exactly containing ſome certain Number of 
Lunations ; that is if the New en be ſuppoſed to be on 
any Day in the Year, what Interval of Time there pat 
before it was again reſtored to the ſame Day. 

From ſuch Obſervations aroſe the 'T'rieteris and the 
Ottocteris, the Endecaeteris and the Enneadecaeteris, or 
Metonic Cycle of 19 Years, the Solar Cycle of 28 Years, 
alſo the | eriod of Ca/ppus, which is a Syſtem of 56 
Years, as well Lunar as Solar, ariſing by the + of 19 by 
4. The Peried of Hipparchus of 3c4 Years, arifing by 
＋ 76 by 4, The Fi#orian Pericd of 532 Years, arifirg 
by + 19 by 28. The Greg:rean Period of 312 Years. 
The C_ nflantinopolitan Period of 7980 Fulian Leute, ard 
many others both ancient and modern, and all erroneous, 
for now it is well known that the Motions of the Lumi- 
naries are ablolutely incommeaſurable, therefore it us ar, 
Impoſſibility to fix on any Cycle or Period without an Er- 
ror in it, as hereafter will appear, The Civil Year was 
and is that in common Uſe among the ſeveral Naticns of 
the World; it is either Solar or Lunar, the -olar Year «f 
365 Days was uled by the Per/ians, Boyptia's, Ilie. 
pians, each Month containing juit 30 Days, but there 
was an Emboliſm of 5 Days added to each: Ihe S 
uſe the ſame Number of Days, but their Months we 
equal to the Julias. The Lunar Year of 354 Days is 
uſed by the Grecians, ,, ard . rabians, as alio the 
Fews, who in the Embolimic Year aiter Adar, they 
add the Month Je- ot 30 Days, to equate it with 
the Solar Year. 

The Romans allo at firſt uſed this Fmbclomic Lunar 
Year, which was feit'ed by Nomulus their firit King, bis 
conſiſted only of 10 Months, or 304 Days, and thus 
coming ſhort of the Lun u Year by go Days, and of tne 
Solar by 61, this Yearb.cime vaguc and ut fixed; wh eh 
Auma Punpilius, the icon bug, CL. e, added to 
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other Months January and February, and thereby made 
the Year to conſiſt of 12 Months, or* 355 Days. But 
| this Improvement being not ſufficient to adequate the 
Year to the Motion of the Sun or Moon, and keep the 
Seaſons even and ſteady, Julius Ca ſar inſtituted the Ci- 
vil Solar Year, by adding 10 Days to every common 
Year of Numa's, and one Day extraordinary to every 
fourth Year, which made it contain 366 Days, and was 
therefore called B:/-xti/e or Leap-Year, Now this In- 
te:calation of a Bie tile Day aroſe from the odd fix 
Hours, for Julius Cæſar the Dictator had learn'd from 
the Egyptians, the neareſt Tropical Solar Year contained 
365 Days 6 Hours, He ordered the add 6 Hours to be 
neglected till they made a Day, which happening every 
fourth Year, was to be inſerted by Way of Intercalation 

after the Terminalia, which ended on the 23d Day of Fe- _ 
bruary, and the next Day being the Sextes Kalentns Mar- 
{ii was order'd to be reckoned twice (in Latin, Bis Sextus 
Lia) and thence came the Name Biſtile for Leap- 
Vor. But in our Almanacks we add that intercalary Day 
at the End of the ſaid Month. This therefore was ever 
ſince called the Tallin Year or Account, and Old Style, 
(For this Reſormation of the Kalendar was made in the 
4 668th of the Veriod, or the 46th Year before C ri 
which is at preſent uſed by us in Ex land, and by all Pro- 

teſtant Countries, except thoſe of Ho/[an? and Germany. 

This Account is deficient, and not exactly true and juſt 
to the Motion of the Sz, For the Julian Year of 365 
Days 6 Hours, exceeds the true Solar "Tropical mean 
Year 365 Days 5 Hours 48 Min. 57 Sec. by 11 Min, 
3 Sec. which «< hronologers uſually call the Civil Prec2- 
ſien of the Equinoxes, This Exceſs in 131 Years a- 
mounts to one Day; and in the Time of Pope Gregory 
XIII. was grown to 16 Days. The MN; ene Council, 
A. D. 325, having fix'd N er to the next Sunday after 
the Full Mean, which came next after the Vernal Iqui- 
nox, which was then on the 20th of March, but in the 
Year of our Lord 1582, Pope Gregory obſerved, that the 
ſaid Fault or Error of the Julian Year had cat the 
Fquinoxts 10 Days, and the J. Moors 4 Days more 
bac'ward than they were at the Time of the ſaid Coun- 
cil (/z.) to the 11th of March, and 1ſt of April. Thus 
the great Fealt of Lafer, and conſequently all other 
C 3 move 
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moveable Feaſts, became unfix'd, and attended with 
great Diſorder. To remedy this the Pope ordered 10 
Days to be taken from October that Year, that thus the 
Equinox might be reduced to the 21ſt of March; and to 
keep it there, order'd, that ſince in the Julian Account, 
every 1ooth Year is a Biſſexti/, and fo 4 in 400 Years in 
the Ages to come, 3 of thoſe 4 L-ap-Years would be chan- 
ged to common Years, and that only one 100th Year in 
every 4 Centuries ſhould conclude with a P;j/extile : This 
is call'd the Gregorian Account, or New Style, and i; 
uſed by the Papiſts every where. 

But even this Gregorian Emendation is not the ſirict 
Truth; and in proceſs of Time doth prove very erro- 
neous, ſo tliat it redounds very much to the Scandal of 
their Church, for it ſometimcs directs them to celebrate 
their Paſcha with the Jeaus and Quaterdecimans, (which 
is againſt the expreſs aud principal Cannon of the Coun- 
cil of Nice.) For the 11 Min. 3 Sec. in 400 Years make 
3 Days 1 Hour 40 Min But the Pope not only neglect d 
the 1 Hour 40 Min. (which in 14 Times 400 or 560 
Year, makes a Day within 4o Min.) but order'd, that 
only one 100th Year in every 4 Centuries ſhould conclude 
with a Piti e. So that here is an apparent Error of 
about two Days deficient in the New Style, or Gregor ian 
Correction, But had the Pope order'd an Omiſſion of an 
intercalary Day once in 132 Years, the Equinoxes would 
by that means be ſo well adjuſted, as not to derogate a- 
bove a Day therefromin near 4000 Years : For the Lunar 
Cycle is deficient as well as the Solar, and falls ſhort a- 
bout 1 Hour 29 Min. which in 16 Decennoval Cycles a- 
mout to a Day: or more accurately in 3 10 Years and a 
balf, the Lunations happen one entire Day ſooner thun 
this Cycle ſuppoſes, which ſince the Time of its Eſtabliſh- 
ment amounts to betwixt 3 and 4 Days, to which add tue 
Retroceſſon of the Equinox, makes the Jerogation at 
this Time no I:fs than 13 Days, vis, a Day in about 
132 Years, as I before obſerv'd. 

In ſhort, there is no Cycle, no Period, which can be 
proved ſufficient to regulate the Solar and Lunar Motions 
to an accurate, uſeful, and perpetual Agreement. In the 
Year 1700 tbe Proteſtant Princes in Germany and the North 
took a much better Method to fix their Times, than what 
the Roman Catholicks, or any had done before them; for

N the firſt Chapter of the Holy Bible it is reveal'd, 
that Gor by his omnipotent Power created the World, 
aud the innumerable Creatures. The {ame Chapter hath 
a] o revval d, that he created the Sun, Moon ard Stars, ta 
: divide Light from Darkneſs, and to be for digns and for 
Seaſons, for Days and for Years. 
This Revelation of Creation declares, the ſtupendous 
and omnipctent Power of the Creator. This Work of 
Creation hath employed the Thoughts of all wiſe Men, 
Philoſophers and Divines, both ancient and modern. It 
kth fd them with ſublime Cogitations, Speculations, 
and Admirations; which occahonally drew them into in- 
numerable Searches and Inquiries into thoſe Cœleſtial 
Manſions, and from thence proceeded Variety of Opi- 
nions: As, Whetner the Univerſe is not divided into E- 
therial and Sublunary ? and, whether the Etherial Part 
be Subſtance or Matter, Sc. And if the latter, Whe- 
ther it is of the fame Nature with that below? Bat that 
Opinion, that the Heavens are Subflance, and not Mat- 
ter, ſeems to have had the Preference. (For ſay th 
where ever there is (Quantity, Figure, and local Motion, 
there muſt need be Matter; for Quantity (ay they) im- 
mediately follows the Nature of Matter, and cannot be 
in any Thing without it; and that all Forms and Acc i- 
dents have no Quantity of themſelves, but are ſaid to b 
Quantitv, becau of the Quantity whereof they are. 
From tizence it hath been concluded, that the Ethel 5 
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Sabſtance is not Matter, but à pure penetrable and impe:- 
ceptible Subſtance, of a different Nature from our Air; 
and according to 4 i//otle; this heavenly Etherial Being ;3 
fo pure and uncorruptible, that no elemental Body can af- 
fe& the ſame. 8 
It was the Search aſter theſe Things, diſcovered the 
Motions, Revolutions, and Periods of the Heavens (i. - ) 
the fixed Stars, and wandering Planets ; and that they 
moved thro' the fluid Bedy of the Etherial, by diffe- 
rent Motions, Revolutions, and Periods, in a moſt Mon- 
derſul, regular manner; bat by What Power per 
formed, was, and is till a Secret. As; whether by in 
ternal Power implanted in them by the Creator at their 
Creation, without external Impulfe, or tangible Force? 
Or, whether by the immediate Power of Gop ? Thete 
are Secrets which the wiſeſt of mortals have nor been able 
to diſcover. But it hath been diſcover'd, that the motion 
bf the Sun, Moon, and other Planets are different; that 
they move in different Orbs, and make diffrent Revolu- 
tions and Periods upon different Centers; and that ſeveral 
Axes are FExcentric; and their motions divide Time; 
make different Days and Years, different Seaſons and 
Weather. | 

It is very obvious to human Senſe, that the S, Mon 
and Stars have extenſive Light, and that Light is a ml? 
noble and wonderful Subſtance, moſt excellent, moſt ſim- 
ple; nothing amongſt Bodies more beautiful, more ſweet; 
more acceptable, more admirable, or more extenſive. 

It is alſo demonſtrable, that the Effect of Light i: 
Heat; and that by Heat all ſublunary Things are che- 
riſh'd and enliven'd ; and that without Light the Beauty 
of the World would be Joſt : It is the firſt and chiefeſt l- 
mage of the Wiſdom, Beauty, Power and Goedneſs of 
the Infinite Being. 

Heat is the immediate Power of the Almighty : It is 
the Life of the World ; for without Heat the World 
would be at an End. "Whenever it ſhall pleaſe the Al- 
mighty Preſerver, to Cauſe a Deprivation of Heat, that 
will immediately put an End to motion, and Rrike all 
Creatures dead. 

Altho* the Eſſence of Light, and of the Stars, and their 
internal Form cannot be diſcovered ; yet ſome of their 
Natures and Rroperties have been diſcovered, as Light, 
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Shine, Heat, and other Influences ; that their Lur Lumen 
and Radius differ from one another; that their d'fferent 
motions produce different Shine and Rays; and that the 

Colliſion of their Shine and Rays preduce Heat; and 
that Heat extends itlelf to all Bodics, human and animal, 
and inanimate, 

It is alſo diſcovered, that the Natures of the Planets 
are agreeable to the Nature of th Elements : lome hot, 
others cold, ſome dry, others moitt ; and that Colliſon 
of their Rays produce different \lixtures ; from whence 
follows different Effects, accordin; io the Nature of the 
molt powerful Rays, homogenevus or he terogencous, in 
reſpect of ofte another. 

It hath been alſo diſcovered, tht different Poſitions 
and Kays of the Planets, at the lime of human Birtlis, 
have been attended with different '] empers in the Na- 
tives. According to the Mixtures of thale Rays, the 
Motives and ! empers have been agreeable or diſag cea- 
ble, happy or unhappy in mundane Affairs, Health and 
Sickneſs ; and that Heat, Cold, Drought, Moiſture and 
Change of Weather, follow thofe Motions and Rays as 
certain as the Needle failows the Magnet, 

That Air and Weather aftefts all ſublunary Bodies in 
their natural State and ſemper, is obvious; ard that the 
Humours in human Bodies are fnore replete or languid, 
and that a true Balance in human Bodies preſerves them; 
and that whenever the Strength of Nature cannot keep 
the Balance of human Bodies in an agreeabie State, Sick- 
neſs or Death follows. 

If the Poſitions and Rays of the Planets affect human 
Bodies, it is maniſeſt they will alſo affect the Facultie of 
Paſſion ; for nothing is more evident than that Saturnian 
Particles, or Humours abcunding in human Bodies, do 
moſt certainly produce melanc holly i hougnts and Actions; 
and that Martial Humors a -ounding produce violent .*af- 
fions, Fevers, Sc. trom a due Confideratiun of what 
hath been faid, it may be concluded. tat the Almighty 
Creator appointed the Sun, Moon, and Star for »igus (if 
not Cauſes of futute ] vents). This is agreeable to the 
Holy Bible, Juden v. 20. where it is ſaid, They en, be 
rom Heaven, the Sta in their Courſes foro bt againſt 
Sifera ! alſo Fob xxxviii. 31, Canſi thou bind the je bes 


* dJufluences of the Pleiades, or looſe the Bands of Orion } 
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Likewiſe the Production and Increaſe of all Vegitables 
are attributed to the Planets, Deut. xxxiii.

next applying io to the + of the Sun, The Poſitions of 
the Planets at the Time of this Ing:ef:, is of very remark- 
able Signification. 

For ſo many Planets in the lower TTemiſphere is very 
ſtrange ! Later Anguis in Herba ! What are the Jeluits 
and Prieits doing in the Courts and Councils of ſome 
Princes? It may be truly ſaid, their Government is the 
Jaſt of Curſes that can fall on Princes and their People ! 
Men of viperous and ſordid Principles will be very adive, 
to inſti] pernicious Councils into Princes and their Mini- 
ſters, with View and Intention to undermine and defeat the 
good Conncils, which good Miniſters endeavour to ſet on 
Font, and carry on for the Publick Good. This Quarter 
wül be ſpent in very eminent Conſultations and warm 
Debates in Councils, more than in Actions either by ea 
or Land. The Spariards are perplex'd with Fears and 
Jealoufies, and not without great Cauſe : 'T he Perſian 
preparing Strength againit a formidable Enzmy.

The Days and Nights are now equal all the World 
over, except within the Polar Circles: For in the Lati- 
tude of 66 deg. 31 min. North, when the firſt Scruple of 
Aries aſcends, the Ecliptick lies parallel to the Horizon; 
but when Libra aſcends, the Altitude of the Nonageſſima 
Degree is equal to the Diſtance of the two Tropicks, wiz. 
46 deg. 58+ min. but when the ſame Signs poſſeſs the 
Weſtern Angle, then the Poſition of the Ecliptick is 
changed, as in the ſame Latitude South. See Mr. Lead- 
beater's Uransſcopia and the zd Edition of his Aftronomy. 
In my Diſcourſe on the Computation of Time, I inti— 
mated, that Aſtronomical Calculations was the only Way 
to determine the Time of the Equinoxes, c. which [ 
ſhall here elucidate by two practical Examples of the 
Vernal Equinox, or the Sus entering the Sign Aries, 
from the genuine Tables of Dr. Edmund Haley, one for 
the Year before Chriſt, the other for the preſcnt Year 
1752 ; whereby, in the cleareſt manner is ſhew'd, how 
much the Julian Year varies from the Truth, and what 
the Gregorian Style wants of being perfect.
